CHAPTER 361. 
AN ACT to amend section 962, of chapter 42, of 

the revised statutes of Wisconsin, entitled, "Of 
resignations, vacancies and removals from 
office." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Amending gab' SECTION 1. Subdivision 6, of section 962, of sec. 962, R. 2. 
Vacancies in chapter 42, of the revised statutes of Wisconsin, 
office, "when 
=adjudged is hereby amended to read as follows: 6. The 

decision of a competent tribunal declaring void 
his election or appointment, or adjudging him 
insane. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 362. 
AN ACT to authorize the city of Madison to 

build a new city hall or to rebuild or modify its 
present city hall building, and to authorize the 
common council of the city of Madison to remit 
the taxes on an opera-house building if by them 
deemed advisable. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:
